The doors oí 
the Abbey were opened at 10 o'clock, and 
long before that hour the red carpet leading 
$ the entrances war covered by a gathering 
wf men in uniform or Court dress and women 
in the most beautiful gowns and cloaks. It 
included Ministers and Under Secretaries of 
State, great gailors and soldiers, scientists and 
erics, with a few people in what were evi- 
dently Sunday clothes, all waitmg petientiy 
in the rather chilly air. Once the doors were 
opened the gathering entered quietly, and 
vere quickly shown to their seats by House- 
hold officials, who seemed to know exactly 
‘where everybody should be placed. 

The nave was lined with rows of seats on 
either side of the broad processional way, 
covered with red felt. Behind these seate 
were three more rows on low stands, which 
hed been specially erected 

In the holt transepts seats were reserved 
for thoge who had received official invitations 
om the part of the King and Queen and the 
Duke of York and Lady Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon. All sorts and conditions could be seen. 
Some were profeseional people, while others 
seemed to be not far removed from the poor 
and needy. (irl Guides, Boy Scouts, nurses .

NO FLOWERS. 

In the Abbey there was little of that pre- 
peration and Eeconeibin that mark the usual 
society wedding.

It was adorned’ with the magnib- 
cent white dossal and frontdl presented by 
the King and Queen at their coronation.

MOTOR CYCLE AND TRAM 


COLLISION AT RIALTO 
BRIDGE, 


Before Mr Justice Samuels and a city 
common jury yesterday, the ease of Thomas 
i. Grace v. Dublin United Tramways Com: 
pany (1896), Ltd., came on for hearing. The 
action was brought by the plaintiff, who 
resides at 72 King street, Inchicore, to recover 
damages for personal injuries sustained by vs 
through the alleged negligence of the de- 
fendant company’s agents and servants in the 
driving and management of a tramear at 
Rialto Bridge on 22nd October last, 


In his statement of claim, the plainuft, * 


voung man, aged 27 years, a clerk, 

that while proceeding on his motor bi - 
along the path or road near pane Bri 
Dolphin 's Barn, going from Inchicore somralils 
the city, a tramear came into collision with his 
motor cycle, with the result that he was 
knocked ‘down and sustained the injuries the 
subject of the action. In addition to suffering 
great pain and shock, he suffered from pneu- 
monia, and had not yet so completely re- 
covered as to be able to attend to hia occupa- 
tion; He had also incurred considerable ex- 
penses for medical attendance, nursing, and 
medicine. 

The defendants traversed the alleged cause 
of action, denied any negligence, and alleged 
contributory negligence on the part of the 
plaints fi. Alternatively, they pleaded that if 
there was any collision between the plaintiff's 
motor cycle and the defendants’ tramcar, 
which was denied, it was caused solely through 
the neg wence wi the p' laintiff,

APPEAL COURT JUDGMENT. 


In the Court of Appeal yesterday, before 
the Lerd Chief Justice and Lord Justice 
oga in the case of Lewis Gurevich (trading 

“ The Stafford Cabinet Manufacturing Com 
pany *’) v, Lewis Rotman (otherwise L. Lewis) 
and the Allied Traders’ Insurance Co., Lid., 
an appeal was heard which was brought by 
the defendant Rotman from a judgment of 
Mr. Justice Pim in the Chancery Division 
(My. Justice Powell's Court), delivered on 
2th December last, declaring that a olicy 
of insurance, alleged to have been effected

while on Rotman’s premises at Skippers’ 
Alley, Dublin, had been destroyed by fire. 
The defendant insurance company counter- 
claimed, alleging that the insurance effected 
by Lewis Rotmes was void. In October. 
1920, it appeared. Rotman had a discussion 
with a Mr. O'Connor, an insurance agent, 


with regard to an insurance for £750. A 


pro iosal was filled up at the time, in which it 
was stated that no fire had previously 
occurred on Rotman’s premises, and that 


Rotman had never been declined by another 
insurance company. Lhe policy for the £750, 
however, was not proceeded with. In 
January, 1921, Mr. O'Connor had a conversa 
tion with Mr. Kotman, and as a result a policy 
for £2.

INCREASING DEMANDS ON 
DUBLIN HOSPITAL. 


The Right Hon. James MacMahon presided 
at a meeting in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday in connection with the White City 
Carnival in aid of the City of Dublin Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, which will be held at 
Prince's Park, Rathmines, from July 27 te 
August 6 next. 

Mr. MacMahon impressed on the meeting 
that funds are urgently needed in aid of thir 
hospital, which specialised in the treatment 
of skin diseases and cancer—diseases of 
such type that the sufferers found it difficult 
or impossible te obtain admission to ordinary 
hospitals. Bince the hospital was started over 
louie years ago the total attendances num. 
bered over 140,000, the greater portion being 
poor patients, to whom treatment was giver! 
free. During all this time the hospital had 
been maintained by voluntary contributions, 
apart from a small yearly grant from the 
Dublin Corporation. 

The hospital was now, however, faced with 
a deficit amounting to over £5,000. With 
the constant increase in the disease of cancer 
in Ireland there was an ever growing need for 
extra accommodation to meet the require- 
of the broadening stream of applica- 
tions. They had acquired the whole side of 
Hume street on which the hospital was 
situated. where it was intended to build a hos- 
pital on modern lines, and equipped with the 
most ecientific apparatus for the treatment of 
cancer,. He proposed a resolution declaring 
the White City Carnival worthy of support. 

Major Whewell, who seconded, said that 
he knew of nothing wore worthy of euppert | fee 
than thie hospital. The committee in charge 
of the carnival arrangements were doing very 
good work, and it was the duty of all to help.
